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TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OP  ST.  LUKE'S 
HOSPITAL. 

I  beg  to  present  this  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1921. 

The  year  has  passed  with  no  very  marked  changes 
in  the  financial  position  of  the  Hospital.  There  has 
been  some  decrease  in  the  expense  of  operation  due 
to  lower  prices  in  food  stuffs  and  cotton  goods.  The 
general  average  prices  in  other  lines  and  in  wages 
are  not  materially  lower  than  in  the  last  previous 
year.  This  reduction  in  expenses  has  been  more  than 
offset  by  a  drop  of  $52,688.84  in  earnings  from  pa- 
tients caused  by  an  abnormally  small  demand  for  the 
more  expensive  private  room  accommodations  and  an 
increased  proportion  of  free  patients  in  the  open 
wards. 

The  statistics  of  the  work  show  a  decrease  of  355 
in  the  number  of  patients  treated  and  of  2287  in  the 
number  of  patients  days  with  an  increase  of  2459  in 
the  number  of  free  patients  days.  The  proportion  of 
free  work  done  in  rooms  and  wards  was  29  per  cent. 
The  free  work  does  not  include  any  who  paid  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  their  care.  The  work  of  the  vari- 
ous clinics  is  almost  entirely  free. 

Every  year  new  developments  in  medical  science 
bring  greater  demands  on  the  different  laboratories 
which  have  been  met  in  the  main  in  so  far  as  equip- 
ment, workers  and  supplies  are  concerned  but  in  each 
laboratory  there  is  an  insistent  cry  for  more  space 
which  cannot  be  met  in  our  present  buildings. 

The  Hospital  is  under  obligation  to  the  late  Sey- 
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mour  Coman  and  to  the  Winfield  Peck  Memorial  Fund 
for  contributions  for  the  prosecution  of  research  in 
the  general  laboratory. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  John  Jay  Borland 
in  establishing  the  John  Jay  Borland  Fellowship  Fund 
for  research,  we  will  be  able  to  take  up  new  lines  of 
work  in  the  laboratory  and  wards. 

The  "Caroline  Olivia  DeGraff  Blair  Eadium  Fund" 
contributed  by  Mrs.  John  Jay  Borland  and  Mr.  Mar- 
vin Hughitt  made  it  possible  for  us  to  purchase  125 
milligrams  of  Eadium  and  this  in  connection  with  the 
installation  of  a  very  powerful  X-Eay  apparatus  for 
use  in  deep  therapy  provides  us  with  the  means  for 
the  most  modern  methods  of  treating  cancers  and 
other  morbid  growths. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Dr.  L.  L.  McArthur  who 
has  tendered  his  very  complete  medical  library  to  the 
Hospital,  we  will  be  provided  with  an  almost  indis- 
pensable adjunct  of  a  modern  hospital  an  adequate 
reference  library  for  the  use  of  the  Medical  Staff  and 
Internes. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  appreciation  of  the 
services  of  the  Medical  Board.  There  is  today  mani- 
fested a  greater  interest  in  the  Institution  than  at  any 
time  in  the  past. 

The  Woman's  Board  continues  all  its  activities  most 
successfully  and  I  trust  the  reports  of  its  various 
committees  published  in  the  Annual  Eeport  will  re- 
ceive your  attention. 

Eeference  is  made  to  the  reports  of  the  different 
Officers  and  Committees  for  the  details  of  the  work.

The  Caroline  Olivia  DeGraff  Blair  Ra- 
dium Fund  contributed  by  Mrs.  John  Jay 
Borland  and  Mr.  Marvin  Hughitt  to  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  radium  for  the 
treatment  of  patients  unable  to  pay  the 
usual  rental  charges  for  radium.  In  the 
event  that  there  are  any  net  earnings  they 
are  to  be  added  to  the  principal  sum.  $15,000.00

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

For  the  last  three  or  four  years  there  has  been  an 
awakening  of  the  professional  staff  and  a  quickened 
interest  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  sciences.  The  last 
year  has  been  no  exception  to  this  progressive  move- 
ment, as  indicated  by  the  large  attendance  at  the 
monthly  meetings,  the  general  discussion  of  hospital 
problems,  and  the  excellent  work  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees. 

The  Efficiency  Committee  has  not  only  continued  the 
established  method  of  efficiency  markings,  but  has  in- 
troduced many  improvements.  These  markings  afford 
a  stimulus  and  incentive  for  internes  and  attending 
men  to  the  performance  of  a  higher  grade  of  routine 
work. 

As  a  result  of  these  monthly  markings  the  Interne 
Committee  has  been  enabled  to  formulate  a  plan  for 
the  assignment  and  promotion  of  internes  on  the  basis 
of  merit.  This  scheme  is  now  in  successful  operation 
and  has  greatly  enhanced  the  prestige  of  the  medical 
services  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

Another  innovation  that  has  been  on  trial  the  last 
year  is  the  voluntary  submission  on  the  part  of  the 
staff  of  any  proposed  fees  for  the -care  of  "service 
patients"  to  the  scrutiny  and  approval  of  the  social 
service  worker  and  the  administrative  officer  of  the 
hospital.  This  was  intended  to  prevent  the  possibility 
of  an  over-charge  to  any  patient  of  small  means.  The 
system  has  been  a  success,  as  shown  by  the  lack  of 
any  complaints. 

Team  work  has  been  greatly  promoted  by  the  weekly 
"grand  rounds"  where  all  members  of  the  staff  may 
take  part  in  the  demonstration  and  discussion  of  new 
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or  unusual  methods,  or  problems  in  connection  with 
the  diagnosis  or  treatment  of  disease. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
staff  the  far-seeing  generosity  of  Mrs.  John  J.  Bor- 
land for  a  gift  of  $40,000  to  establish  a  fellowship  in 
clinical  research.  Such  a  benefaction  promises  to  be 
a  long  step  in  the  direction  of  making  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  a  center  for  investigation  of  the  causes  and 
prevention  of  disease,  as  well  as  for  the  treatment 
of  the  sick.  The  staff  is  ambitious  to  develop  this 
fundamental  activity  of  the  hospital,  believing  that 
thereby  St.  Luke's  will  vastly  increase  its  value  and 
service  to  the  community. 

The  Social  Service  is  becoming  a  more  important 
adjunct  of  medical  care  of  patients  in  all  hospitals. 
The  staff  gives  its  earnest  support  to  every  legitimate 
development  of  this  field.

An  efficient  laboratory  is  a  vital  part  of  every  mod- 
ern hospital  organization.  The  daily  routine  of  chem- 
ical and  microscopical  examination  is  taken  for 
granted  but  we  are  especially  fortunate  at  St.  Luke's 
in  the  spirit  that  animates  the  laboratory, — the  spirit 
of  open-mindedness  and  investigation.  Nowhere  in 
the  city  is  the  laboratory  work  of  a  better  quality  or 
under  more  expert  supervision. 

Finally,  the  staff  desires  to  express  its  appreciation 
to  the  Trustees  for  their  cordial  attitude  toward  its 
efforts  to  build  up  the  reputation  of  the  Hospital.  A 
still  closer  relationship  with  free  exchange  of  ideas 
and  a  cultivation  of  a  common  purpose  is  hoped  for 
in  the  future.

During  the  year  two  funds  have  aided  the  Labora- 
tory in  the  investigation  of  certain  diseases.  One  of 
these,  given  by  Mr.  Seymour  Coman,  was  used  in 
studying  the  amount  of  certain  chemical  substances 
in  the  blood  which  in  health  are  removed  to  a  great 
extent  from  the  blood  and  excreted  from  the  body  by 
the  kidneys,  but  are  increased  in  amount  in  the  blood 
with  chronic  diseases  of  the  kidneys.  The  other,  the 
Winfield  Peck  Memorial  Fund,  supported  an  assistant 
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in  the  laboratory  who  helped  in  studying  certain  new 
phases  of  acute  infections  by  bacteria.  Our  apprecia- 
tion of  these  funds  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

The  lack  of  more  space  in  the  laboratory  for  addi- 
tional workers  is  a  great  handicap.  The  routine  work 
of  the  laboratory  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
additional  helpers  to  make  these  examinations  is  likely 
soon  to  become  necessary.  Besides  the  need  for  space 
by  these  workers,  is  the  urgent  demand  for  space  for 
assistants  who  are  making  special  studies  of  certain 
diseases.  The  encouragement  of  such  work  is  an  im- 
portant function  of  the  laboratory.  An  adequate  lab- 
oratory training  is  an  essential  part  of  an  Interne's 
service  in  the  hospital.  Space  for  this  instruction  is 
needed.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  with  the  new 
laboratory  these  needs  will  be  satisfied.

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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

FOR  CHILDREN  UNDER  12  YEARS  OF  AGE,  $1.00  PER  DAY. 
THE  CHARGE  FOR  OPEN  WARD  BEDS  IS  $3.00  PER  DAY. 

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds 
in  the  open  wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for 
any  sum  which  they  may  be  able  to  pay,  and  those  without  means 
as  free  patients,  provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  gov- 
erning the  admission  of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of 
admission  are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to 
admissibility,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

The  financial  status  of  all  free  or  part  pay  patients  is  investigated 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  and  free  treatment  will  not  be 
given  unless  justified  by  the  report. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points: 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be 
received  at  any  hour. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES. 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-con- 
tagious diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible:  Suf- 
ferers from  contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases, 
cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium 
tremens,  insanity,  venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose 
presence  in  the  wards  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the 
other  patients." 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions 
of  the  physicans  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital  will  be  discharged."

The  teaching  facilities  have  been  considerably  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  a  new  chemical  laboratory 
with  adequate  equipment,  and  a  room  for  class  demon- 
strations. It  is  now  possible  to  conduct  demonstra- 
tions for  an  entire  class  obviating  the  necessity  for 
teaching  classes  in  chemistry  in  the  hospital  labora- 
tory. 

Due  appreciation  and  gratitude  are  extended  to  the 
Members  of  the  Medical  Board  for  their  assistance  in 
lecturing  to  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes.  This 
service  is  not  only  invaluable  from  an  educational  and 
scientific  point  of  view,  but  tends  to  establish  a  closer 
and  more  cordial  relationship  between  the  medical 
Board  and  nursing  staff.  Too  much  can  not  be  said 
in  appreciation  for  the  untiring  services  of  the  med- 
ical staff  in  the  care  of  sick  nurses. 

The  re-modeling  of  the  Nurses'  Home  has  added  to 
the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  students.  A  large 
number  of  single  bed  rooms  and  smaller  sitting  rooms 
have  been  provided,  as  well  as,  a  large  living  room 
in  the  Stickney  House.  This  room  affords  opportunity 
for  receptions,  parties  or  any  other  form  of  enter- 
tainment. 

I  wish  to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  school  to  Mrs. 
Hugh  McKennon  Landon  and  other  Members  of  the 
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Woman's  Board  for  their  assistance  in  arranging  and 
furnishing  these  rooms. 

We  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  Training  School 
Committee  of  the  Woman's  Board  and  others  who 
have  so  generously  assisted  in  the  social  activities  of 
the  School  throughout  the  year.  These  gatherings 
stimulate  a  feeling  of  fellowship  among  the  students. 
This  Committee  has  also  taken  the  entire  responsi- 
bility of  the  Graduation  Exercises  and  has  given  the 
Annual  Reception  to  the  Senior  Class.

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chi- 
cago : 

Gentlemen : — 

From  even  an  economic  and  humanitarian  point  of 
view,  it  is  a  great  thing  to  be  able  to  alleviate  human 
suffering  and  to  restore  the  sick  and  incapacitated  to 
a  condition  of  health  and  vigor  and  usefulness.  Well 
may  we  rejoice  over  any  and  all  material  and  scientific 
progress  that  improves  the  means  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  these  ends. 

From  the  Christian  view  point,  it  is  even  a  greater 
thing  to  be  able  to  turn  "mourning  into  joy",  physical 
suffering  into  spiritual  development  and  to  help  human 
souls  to  avoid  disease  and  to  make  the  best  possible 
use  of  the  health  they  enjoy  or  may  acquire. 

It  is  the  function  of  the  Chaplain  to  foster  and  de- 
velop consecrated  service  on  the  part  of  all  who  min- 
ister to  the  afflicted  coming  under  our  care,  and  to 
encourage  the  patients  with  the  thought  that  there  is 
a  super-human  power  working  in  the  interest  of  their 
physical  and  spiritual  well-being,  if  they  will  have  it 
so. 

As  we  all  rejoice  over  the  splendid  progress  being 
made  and  in  prospect  along  material  and  scientific 
lines,  so  may  I  give  expression  to  my  feelings  of  grati- 
tude and  encouragement  over  results  along  spiritual 
lines.  At  no  time  during  my  incumbency  of  twenty- 
two  years,  have  patients  welcomed  my  ministrations 
more  ardently  than  during  the  past  year,  and  never 
with  more  apparent  benefits  and  grateful  appreciation. 

The  Chapel  Services  have  been  maintained  as  usual 
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throughout  the  year  and  services  have  been  held  in 
the  open  wards  as  opportunity  offered.  The  major 
portion  of  my  time  has  been  spent  in  visiting  patients, 
distributing  reading  matter  and  ministering  to  the 
afflicted  in  such  other  ways  as  were  helpful.  A  larger 
part  of  my  time  than  usual  has  been  devoted  to  fol- 
low-up work  through  correspondence,  a  medium  of 
most  effective  service. 

Of  official  acts  recorded,  I  have  to  report  seven  Bap- 
tisms, two  Marriages,  four  Burials,  fifty-one  Celebra- 
tions of  the  Holy  Communion  on  Sundays,  sixty  on 
Holy  Days  and  Week  Days  and  one  hundred  and  thirty 
eight  Communions  administered  in  private.  I  pre- 
sented four  persons  to  the  Bishop  for  Confirmation. 

Through  efforts  of  members  of  the  "Woman's  Board, 
a  goodly  number  of  books  have  been  added  to  the 
Chapel  Library  and  about  fifteen  periodicals  sub- 
scribed for  There  have  been  many  donations  of  mag- 
azines also.    For  these  we  are  truly  grateful.

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RULES 

AS    TO 

ENDOWED    ROOMS   AND    BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  lifetime  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate 
the  occupants  of  the  room. 

A  donation  of  $25,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occu- 
pants of  the  room  during  the  lifetime  of  the  endower. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be 
understood  to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient 
at  a  time  to  oceupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms 
are  occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospita' 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good 
bed  or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  sub- 
jects  for  such   charity. 

Persons  whose  means  admit  of  their  paying  for  hospital  care  and 
treatment  are  not  acceptable  as  occupants  of  free  beds.
